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Keep your ice box full at all 
times with as large blocks of ice 
as it will hold. 
That is the ad­ 
vice of “ Hygeia,” 
a 
monthly 
health magazine 
published by 
the American Medical Associa­ 
tion, to housewives who want to 
keep down the ice hills and to 
protect their foods by the most 
efficient method. 
Ice melts in proportion to the 
amount of surface exposed, so 
th a t small 
pieces 
disappear 
much more quickly than the 
same weight of ice in one or two 
large blocks. 
This applies in 
taking ice out of the refrigera­ 
tor for outside use; care should 
be taken not to chip off a num­ 
ber of small pieces to be put 
back into the box. 
Covering the ice in the refri­ 
gerator with paper or any m a­ 
terial to prevent its melting de­ 
feats the purpose for which the 
ice is used. 


When articles 
are 
removed 
from the box for use, the door 
should be kept open as short a 
time as possible. 
If one is to 
use only part o f the contents of 
a container, say a cup of milk 
from a quart or a small portion 
of butter, the remainder should 
be put back into the ice box at 
once. 
The interior of the box should 
be kept d e a n by not allowing 
anything to spill over and soil 
the shelves or walls. 
lf the 
box is kept clean, frequent air­ 
ing of the interior or washing 
with hot w ater is unnecessary. 
The drain pipe should be kept 
.dean at all times. 
If the refrigerator acquires a 
foul odor a t any tune, it can be 
washed with a I per cent, solu- 
ion of formaldehyde; this will 
lisinfect it thoroughly.
